Although Miss Gamble’s body was 
so terribly crushed, Bragunier 1s said 
to have escaped without a broken 
bone and his condition at the San 
Antonio Hospital is excellent. 

A swirl of air left by a passing 
train on the Southern Pacific tracks 
nearby is said to have caused the 
accident, the rudder of the plan fail- 
ing to work properly in the air cur- 
rent. In falling the plan swung to 
the north of the tracks and fell.in 
an orange tree. The young woman 
sustained a broken neck, a_ basal 
fracture of the skull and practically 
every bone in her body broken. 

An ambulance was called immedi- 
ately after the accident and the pair 
who fell with the plane taken to the 
San Antonio Hospital, but the young 


woman was dead before reaching 
there, according to Dr, Calvert L.| 
Emmons, who was called to attend 
her. 


The airplane was completely wreck- 
ed in the fall. The tragedy was wit- 
nessed by a large holiday crowd 
which had gathered at Latimer Field 
to watch the airplane. A short time 
before the fatal accident, Bragunier l 
is reported to have thrilled crowds 
at the.

They have many varieties of or- 
anges—the seedling, pineapple, Par- 
son Brown, Valencia, Lem Jim Gong, 
Temple, King, Tango,\ and Navels, 
and several other varieties. But very 
few navels are grown. The principal 
budded varieties are the pineapple, 
which is an early variety of Valen- 
cia, then the Lem Jim Gong (propa- 
gated by a Chifaman by that name), 
and the Valencia, A great many tan- 
gerines and grapefruit are raised, and 
both of a most excellent quality. The 
oranges here are inclined to be pale, 
not having the nice golden color like 
those from California. There is a 
tine crop of all varieties. We have 
seen some very good groves, but 
they do not have the fine groves like 
California. 

It costs less to care. for a grove 
here. People do not live on their 
groves, like they do in California. 
Many of the very large groves are 
owned by non-residents, who many 
time have only seen the grove a few 
times in ten years, or maybe have 
never seen it at all.

William 1 of England Signed His 
Name by a Cross to a Charter 
He Granted. 





In the collection of Norman char- 
ters sold recently in England, the 
property of Baroness Beaumont of 
Carlton Towers, York, there is strong 
presumptive evidence that William 
the Conqueror was unable to write, 
for a grant signed by him and Matil- 
da, the queen, bears their crosses, 

This collection of Norman charters 
was made by the antiquary Thomas 
Stapleton, one of the ancestors of 
the barony of Beaumont, and has been 
preserved for centuries at 
Towers. Its sale is attributed to the 
costs of the war and the present high 
taxes. 

The earliest grant is undated, but 
was made between the years 1067 and 
1079. It is in Latin, on vellum, and 
Is a grant by Walderand (de Meulin?) 
for the salvation of the soul of his 
lord, Willfam I, king of the English, 
and others, to St. Stephens church, 
Caen, of the Church of St. Mary. In- 
serted in their names are the crosses 
of the witnesses, William, king of the 
English; Matalda, the queen; John, 
archbishop (of Rouen?); Roger Bel- 
montensis (Beaumont) and Robert 
Belmontensis (Beaumont). The docu- 
ment Is one of the most Interesting 
autographs that {ts likely to come Into 
the auction room for some time. The 
evidence of William the conqueror’s 
illiteracy is not conclusive, however, 
as it may have been thought beneath 
the dignity of the king te write his 
name, ag William Roberts suggests. 
King Henry I also stgned one of the 
charters with his cross.

Razor Strokes’ te Shave. 

There is a barber in London, Eng- 
land, with a nice taste for figuring, and 
he has computed the number of razor 
strokes that go to a clean shave. He 
offers to prove the general correctness 
of his count on any customer, “You 
shall keep the count yourself, sir,” 
says he, 

The first man counted 150 strokes 
made .by the barber. “Much toe low, 
sir,” sqid the barber. “But knowing 
you were counting T ecouldn’t help tak- 
ing longer strokes. Et takes more, sir, 
usually.” 

His own computation is that, on an 
average, {t takes 200 strokes to shave 
a man.
